Just a 
reminder that this week the last European Country will be activated on 6 meters. The 50 MHz 
band is currently allocated to Radio Monte Carlo, but with special permission from Monaco 
Telecom, the subband 50.2 to 51.2 MHz will be activated now through 2359 hours July 10th, 
Monaco time. Several local stations, such as 3A2LF and 3A2MW, will be active as well as the 
group of their guests from Finland, signing 3A/ their personal callsigns. The complete press 
release by Tim, N4GN, will be provided to all OPDX InterNet Subscribers as an additional 
bulletin. 


5H, TANZANIA. Just a reminder to look for members of the Royal Omani Amateur Radio 
Society (ROARS) and Nasser/A41KG to activate the callsigns 513A and 5I3B from Yambe 
Island (New IOTA) now through July 10th. Their operations will be on CW/SSB/Digital 
modes on all bands. QSL via A47RS, Box 981, Muscat 113, Oman. 


7O1LYGEF STATUS. "The Daily DX" reports that Franz, DK III, states that the QSL cards for 
the 701 YGF operation are being printed. He states, "Written confirmation is still under 
processing by the relevant bodies in Yemen. Again, we worked on invitation and with the 
approval of the relevant authorities in Sanaa and got therefore the official callsign 701 YGF.
